Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not fairly suggest, teach or disclose the instantly claimed 
methods for treating leukemia. Moreover, Applicant has demonstrated that when the claimed 
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plasma levels are attained the instant compounds are effective in sensitizing extant cancer cells, 
which is contrary to the expectation of the prior art that such compounds would only have 
chemopreventive activity. 

The examiner also notes that, as is clear from the prosecution history, that the term 
"about" in claims 1 and 2 refers only to the lower limit of 200 uM, and not the upper limit of 600 
uM. (This is because the latter value finds support only in the originally filed drawings, which do 
not use the term "about").
